in conveying the knowledge of religion to 
thoſe of weak capacity. They need in the firſt 
place to be made acquainted with thoſe plain truths 
which are expreſsly taught in Scripture, before 
they enter on thoſe which may be deduced from 
* Scripture by their own and other people's reaſon- 
ing. And as they are apt to reſt in the ſound of 
words without the ſenſe, it may be proper to fix their 
attention for ſome time to the truths laid before 
them, by ſuch queſtions as require no other anſwer 
than Yes or No, before they are required to give a 
fuller anſwer. * But as the truths of religion, con- 
veyed in the words of Scripture, may prove a com- 
fort and bleſſing thro' life, they ought afterwards 
to employ ſome care in committing them to their 
memories as they are ſet down in the Catechiſm. 
A judicious Teacher may ſee cauſe to drop ſome 
queſtions, and to ſupply others. But if the Cate- 
chiſm, on the whole, is found uſeful, it may be ren- 
dered more ſo, by adding, in another edition, pa- 
Talle texts, with proper obſervations for illuſtrating 
and inforcing the truths it contains,

O. Will le ahways bear with the wicked? 

A. NoC Theſe things haſt thou done, and I kept 
flence. Thou thoughteſt that I was altogether ſuch 
an one as thyſelf; but 1 will reprove thee, and ſet 
them in order before thine eyes. Now conſider 
this, ye that forget God, leſt I tear you in pieces, 
and there be none to deliver, Pſal.

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O. Why did God give his only Son to ſuffer for 
mankind ? 
A. God ſo loved the world, that he gave his only 
begorten Son, that whoſoever believeth in him ſhould 
not periſh, but have everlaſting lite, John iii. 16. 
Herein is love, not that we loved God, but that he 
loved us, and ſent his Son to be the propitiation for 
our ſins, 1 John iv. 10. For ſcarcely for à righteous 
man will one dic; yet peradventure for a good man 
ſome would even dare to die. But God commendeth 
his love toward us, in that while we were yet ſinners 
Chriſt died for us, Rom. v. 7.

A. Yes. And when they were come to the place 
called Calvary, there they crucified him, and the ma- 
lefactors, one on the right hand, and the other on 
the left, Luke xxiii. 33.

A. Yes. And it was the third hour, and they 
crucified him.

After 
the ſame manner alſo he took the cup, ſaying, This 
cup is the New Teſtament in my blood, this do ye, 
as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of me.

A. Yes. Do this in remembrance of me. For 
as oft as ye eat this bread and drink this cup, ye do 
ſhew_ the Lord's death till he come, 1 Cor. xi.

9. Do the diſciples of Chriſt jointly partake of the 
bleſſed effetis of his death and ſufferings in. bis ſupper ? 
A. Yes. The cup of bleſſing which we bleſs, is it 
not the communion of the blood of Chriſt? The 
bread which we break, is it not the communi- 
on of the body of Chriſt ?
